It is not meant that the Cicadas 


will appear over the whole of this 
large area, but that they may be ex- 
pected wherever the conditions hereto- 
fore have been favorable for the breed- 
ing and development. 
Brush covered 


and woody pasture lands are particu- 
larly good breeding places. Inasmuch 
as seventeen years is liable to make a 
good deal of difference in the utiliza- 
tion of land, it is quite probable that 
in some places lands which seventeen 
years ago were not in cultivation, and 
were good breeding grounds of Cica- 
das, are now cultivated. Upon them, 
and in their neighborhood, the insects, 
true to their nature, maybe expected 
to appear, perhaps in dangerously 
large numbers. In many places tbe 
older residents are able to locate these 
grounds. 
If, now, there should be 


young fruit trees or shrubs at hand 
they run great risk of serious injury 
and mutilation by the egg-laying pro- 
cess, since the habit of the Cicada is to 
select small twigs into which it pro- 
ceeds to cut in order to make a suit- 
able place for its eggs. 


Hence it would be wise for those in 


the counties named, who contemplate 
setting out trees this fall or next 
spring, to find out whether they are on 
or near "locust ground" of seventeen 
years ago, and if they are, to defer 
planting a year, or take this risk into 
consideration. 


Kit seems best to take the risk it 


would be well not to prune the trees 
closely on setting, but to postpone it 
until after the egg-laying of the Cica- 
das, which takes place during June 
By July 1, at the latest, probably two 
*~eeks earlier in the southern tier of 
counties, the egg-laying will have been 
completed aud all its injury accom- 
plished. 
The pruning may then be 


•lone and the cut-off twigs burned, thus 
destroying the eggs of this insect, as 
well as giving the form and character 
desired in the young tree 


Nine-tenths of all • the destruction 


caused by insects comes from not 
•'taking time by the forelock." People 
wait until a horde of destructive in- 
sects suddenly appear and then comes 
the pathetic inquiry, "What are they, 
and how can I destroy them or pre- 
vent their attacks?" 


Here is a case which is of as regular 


recurrence as the seasons and prepara- 
tion can be made to meet it as one 
would prepare for spring plowing or 
for winter's snow. It is true that the 
coming locust swarm may ba reduced 
in size or numbers, and may even have 
been exterminated-in some~-partienlar 
fields, but shoald it completely fail 
it

This thanksgiving Bnds the people still 


bowed with sorrow lor the death of a great 
and gpod president. We mourn President 
McKmley because we HO loved and honored 
him, and tbe manner of his death should 
awaken in the breasts of our people a keen 
anxiety for the country and at the same 
time a resolute purpose not to be driven by 
any calamity from the path of strong, or- 
derly, popular liberty, which as a nation 
we have thus far safely trod. 


Yet in spite of this great disaster it is 


nevertheless true that no 
people on 


earth have such abundant cause for thanks- 
giving as we have. The past year in par- 
ticular has been one of peace and plenty. 
We have prospered in tbings material and 
have been able to work for our own uplift- 
ting in things intellectual and spiritual. 
Let us lemember that, as much as has been 
given us, much will be expected from us, 
and that true homage cornea from the heart 
as well as from the lips and shows itself in 
deeds. We can best prove our thankful- 
ness to the Almighty by the way in which 
on this earth and at this tune each of us 
does hia duty to his fellow-men. 


How, 
therefore, I, Theodore Roosevelt,

Hicks for November. 


In his forecast for November Rev. 


Irl R. Hicks says that the regular Vul- 
can storm period begins on the 5th, is 
central on the 7th and extends to the 
10 th, with a marked rise of tempera- 
ture and a corresponding fall of the 
barcm3ter, followed by possible thun- 
der storms southward. About the 6th 
to the 10th storms of wind, rain and 
snow will make their transit from west 
to east across the country.

The matter terminated by tbe 
president giving in as above stated. 


Although the address of Secretary 


Wilson, delivered at Dysart, !»., on 
Saturday, has been heralded as coming 
pretty straight from the White House, 
it is a very weak production. It goes 
back to the old-fashioned Republican 
doctrine, that the United States ought 
to practically build a wall about its 
shores and conduct its international 
affairs along lines that the Chinese 
boxers would adopt if they could. The

Trlbnte to the Bravery of This Intrepid 


American Onloer. 


WousBirae, November 5 —Since the 


3tth olApril, 1884, when tbe expedi- 
tion sailed out of New York harbor, on 
ts merciful errand for tbe relief of 
jic-ut. A. W. Greely, under the com- 
mand of Winfield Scot1, Sehley, I have 
followed him with a devotion border- 
ng on idolatry.

No 
help is to be looked for from the pow- 
ers of Europe for these victims of Mo- 
hammedan barbarity, for those whose 
ministers are not in the pay of the sul- 
tan, M. Gohier argues, have been par-

"Would it not be a worthy endeavor 


for the United States to attempt what 
Europe has declined to do? 


"At the very moment of ostentatious- 


ly sending their representatives to The 
Hague, there toutter platonic discours- 
es on the benefits of peace, the Euro- 
pean powers had passed over the events 
in the east in silence—events that, in- 
deed, may be the ejuse of war in the 
future. At a time when the citizens of 
the United States are divided on the 
subject of imperialism and wars of con- 
quest, could they not agree upon the 
expediency of a purely unselfish mili- 
itary manifestation? If horrible war 
could ever bejnstified, it would be witb 
the idea of doing service to human- 
ity and civilizition. In the interven- 
tion of the United States at Constanti- 
nople there could be no ambiguity pos- 
sible; their disinterestedness would be 
manifest. Aad the name of war need 
not even be pronounced. The Ameri- 
can navy is powerful, while a Turkish 
navy scarcely exists. Where is, then, 
the possibility of war? There must be 
two to make a fight. To show the 
bloodstained sultan a few battleships 
and warn him that every human head 
that falls under the knives of his 
assassins will be paid for by the de- 
struction of one of his palaces—this 
would not be the work of a conciueror, 
but the action of a noble heart. 


"For the 
great American nation 


the risk would be nil, the cost insig- 
nificant and the glory infinite. 
It 


would show that its prodigious mate- 
rial wealth has not stifled feelings of 
chivalry; it would give a fine lesson of 
human solidarity to effete Europe; and 
it would save a Christian people who, 
repulsed by its pretended brethren and 
protectors in the Old World, has no 
longer any direction in which to turn 
on earth for help but toward the Unit-

AJI Incident With Japan. 


In 1864, when the agitation against 


foreign intercourse was at its pitch, 
the retainers of the Lord of Cashu, a 
feudal ruler, fired on certain vessels 
belonging to the Netherlands, France 
and the United States, which were 
passing through the inland sea. To 
retaliate, these three powers immedi- 
ately dispatched their warships, joined 
by one of Great Britain, to Shimonose- 
ki, where the flagrant violation of the 
law of nations had been committed. 
After having destroyed the town, these 
powers demanded o( Japan a sum of 
33,000,000 as indemaity, which was 
divided among the four governments 
in equal share. Tbe United States, 
however, subsequently finding that 
the actual expense and estimated dam- 
ages on their part were only S151,348, 
authorized the president by au act of 
congress, February 22, 1883, to return 
the sum of S7S5 000 to Japan, the fund 
with interest at that time having 
amounted to §1,337,823.88.— Midori Ko- 
matz in the World's Work.

A Kiver that Disappear)*. 


In the work of stream measurement 


which is being carried on by the divis- 
ion of the Baited States geological 
survey as a part of the investigation 
of the country's water resources, in- 
teresting conditions are 
often met 


with, especially in the west, where the 
peculiarities of climate produce many 
surprising phenomena. 
C. T. Frail, 


one of the hydrographers of the sur- 
vey, has recently reported the exist- 
ence of a stream whose water, in the 
summer season, entirely vanishes mid- 
way in its course. The river is known 
as Dry Fork, a small stream in north- 
western Utah tributary to 
Ashley 


creek. 
About fourteen miles from 


its source in the Uinta mountains this 
stream reaches a large basin or sink, 
whose walls are from 75 to 100 feet 
high, except on the up stream side 
Tli-; pool is apparently bottomless and 
the water in it revolves with a slow, 
circular motion, caused either by the 
incoming waters, or by suction from 
below, or both. The only visible out- 
let to this pool is a narrow rock chan- 
nel from which a little water flows, 
but is soon lost to sight a few hundred 
yards below. A measurement of the 
main stream'just above the 
pool 


showed a volume of 96 cubic feet rf 
water passing; each second, but thii 
entire now disappears in the basin and 
the stream bed for miles below is per- 
fectly dry. About seven miles below this 
interesting pool were found several 
springs, one of them in a large hole 35 
feet in diameter and 20 feet deep, 
which at times are empty and again 
filled with water. It is thought that 
the water which, disappears in the 
upper pool flows underground deep 
below in the gravels, which form the 
bed of the stream, and in times of 
rainfall heavier than usual appears

Having seen the fallacy of the the- 


ories concerning the gulf stream, we 
will turn our attention to the great Pa- 
cific current, identical in all respects 
with its sister current of the Atlantic 
and concerning which there are no the- 
ories to contend with. 


It starts spontaneously from a spot a 


few miles from the south end of the 
island of Formosa, in the Banshee 
channel, following the coast of For- 
mosa northeasterly, past and through 
the Loochoo islands, skirting the coast 
of Japan: thence turns eastward on Its 
long journey across the wide Pacific, 
warming the coast of America from 
Puget sound to Mexico. Its dark blue 
waters are in striking contrast to the 
surrounding seas, giving it the name of 
Murra Suar, or black water. It is an 
Independent stream where no combina- 
tion of winds or currents can possibly 
cause the mighty rush of warm blue 
water with a velocity of from five to 
six knots an hour from the start. 


In its characteristics of heat color 


and direction it resembles the gulf 
stream In every particular, and the 
origin of tbe two streams must be the 
same, whatever they may be, which I 
shall endeavor to show later on. There 
is another ocean current similar In all 
respects to the other two, with the ex- 
ception that it runs in an exactly op- 
posite direction. Stalling from the vi- 
cinity of the south end of the Island ol 
Madagascar, it runs southwesterly 
around the Cape of Good Hope, where 
It disappears off Cape Lagullas. As a 
current, probably part of it is diverted 
into a steady set of the eastern current, 
caused 
by the prevailing westerly 


winds in that region. No scientists, so 
far as I am aware, have attempted to 
account for this current. Having now 
proved beyond refutation that all the- 
ories advanced ns to the cause of ocean 
currents are groundless, it remains to 
be proved what tbe true cause is.

THE PROLIFIC FLY.

Flies multiply at a prodigious rate.

limited by the amount of food avail- 
heat and velocity, springing forth in 
the same manner spontaneously from 
the earth in some mysterious way. 
There is no place on tbe surface of the 
earth where the water can be heated 
to furnish the beat contained in these 
streams that gush forth from the 
depths of tbe sea: consequently the 
forces must be subterranean and can 
only be accounted for by large bodies 
of clear, blue water from the ocean 
forcing its way into tbe depths of the 
earth under its crust, where it burrows 
a channel of Its own to the surface 
again, having received its warmth on 
the way by contact with the internal 
beat of the lower regions of the earth, 
forced on by continual pressure from 
behind. 


That there are orifices in the earth's 


crust cannot be denied, also what he- 
comes of the vast volume of water that 
cannot be computed which is constant- 
ly running at the rate of from four to 
six knots an hour from the Atlantic 
ocean, through the strait of Gibraltar 
into the Mediterranean sea. 
The nu- 


merous rivers, too. are continually 
flowing in, and yet the sea remains at 
the same level. 
Evaporation cannot 


account for it, for what is evaporated 
Is formed Into clouds and is precipitat- 
ed again into the sea by the medium of 
storms and frequent rains. 


The water must enter the earth from 


the ocean through these apertures on 
an incline as it gushes forth in these 
ttree mighty currents and cannot te 
discovered by soundings; consequently 
these three mighty currents are noth- 
ing more or less than immense geysers. 
—Captain B. F. Sherburne in Cleve- 
land Marine Record. 


able for them. 
Lmnteus is credited 


with saying that throe meat flies, by 
reason of their rapid multiplication, 
would consume a dead horse quicker 
than would a lion, and the fact that 
certain diptera having some outward 
semblance to the honeybee lay their 
cg£;s in the dead carcasses of animals 
probably led Samson and Virgil to 
make erroneous statements with re- 
gard to the genesis of honey and the 
manufacture of bees. The breeding of 
"gentles" for ground bait is an indus- 
try the practices ut which could prob- 
ably give much information as to tho 
nicety of choice exercised by flies in 
selecting material for feeding and egg 
laying. 
According to Packard, the 


house fly makes selection of horse dung 
by preference for ovipositing, and as 
each female lays about 120 eggs and 
the c-ycle of changes from egg to fly is 
completed in less than three weeks it 
seems probable that a female fly might 
have some 2Ti.000.000 descendants in 
tho course of a hot summer. Other va- 
rieties of flies multiply, I believe, still 
more rapidly. 


As flies multiply upon and in organic 


refuse of every kind, it is obvious that 
the sooner such refuse is placed where 
It cannot serve for the breeding and 
hatching of flies the more likely is the 
plague of flies to be lessened. 
The 


most commonly available method for 
the bestowal of organic refuse is bur- 
ial. 
The egg laying of flies in dead 


carcasses commences at the very in- 
stant of death or even before death in 
the case of enfeebled animals.—Lancet 


How They Are Made, Himlenetl, Finished 


and Colored. 


While it is uoi difficult to secure good 


American workmen Cor carrying out 
schemes of interior decorations, it is 
impossible yet to get native born men 
capable of modeling statuettes and 
busts such as are sold on the street 
corners and in many of the art shops. 
All the workmen employed in factories 
that produce these are Italians, chiefly 
from Tuscany. This is equally true of 
these who follow this trade in Ger- 
many aud France. 
The Tuscans ap- 


pear to have a natural ability for that 
sort of work that has given them the 
monopoly of it. 


The great majority of these busts and 


statuettes are copied directly from the 
originals wherever they happen to .be, 
and then the molds are made from that 
copy and sent to all parts of the world, 
the statues being cast in the place 
where they arc to be sold. In the lar- 
ger shops in New York city, however, 
a certain amount of original work Is 
done in order to keep pace with the 
popular demand for representations of 
the hero of the hour. A great many of 
onr most distinguished poets, authors 
and statesmen whose busts are exposed 
for sale on the street corners never sat 
for these portraits. Some workman 
modeled the head after a photograph 
aud occasionally has produced such 
good work that it is almost a pity the 
sculptor's name should remain un- 
known. 


The chief purchasers of those casts 


from the larger makers are the high 
schools ail over the country. They de- 
mand, of course, not only classical sub- 
jects aud copies of ancient bas-reliefs 
and architectural details, but also busts 
of famous men uucl women from every 
period of tbe world's history. Such a 
wide range of subjects is covered by 
this demand that seven and eight thou- 
sand titles are included in some of the 
catalogues issued. The factories where 
these figures are turned out exhibit in 
their showrooms an assortment and 
confusion of time, place and nature be- 
wildering to look at. 


The process of casting these statu- 


ettes is a comparatively simple one 
when the moid is once completed. The 
material used, plaster of paris, is 
cheap, and a very excellent quality is 
produced in this country. 
When the 


statuette comes out, it is pure white 
and covered with ridges made by the 
different sections of the mold. These 
ridges are carefully removed, and then 
the cast is placed in an oven heated at 
about 180 degrees. 
After it has been 


baked for a certin length of time It Is 
plunged iuto a solution of stearic acid 
and kept there until thoroughly satu- 
rated. 
Then, when it has dried, the 


yellow color is gained by applying to 
the surface a solution of beeswax, tur- 
pentine and coloring matter. This color 
will not wash off, and, of course, any 
shade cau be produced at will. 


"The demand for nude statues in the 


urt schools is growing less every year," 
nniil one of the largest makers of these 
casts. 
"That is because people are 


realizing more and more that artists 
must draw from the human figure it- 
self if they wish to understand the 
human form. We get more orders now 
for draped figures in the art schools 
diid for busts iu the high schools. Un- 
til very recently the busts of most of 
the celebrated Americans which we 
tell bad been made in Italy from pho- 
tographs sent over from this country, 
and many mistakes occurred in mat- 
ters of detail, like the cut of tbe coats 
and collars. We are trying to do these 
now in a more modern aud characteris- 
tic way and occasionally have been 
furnished with photographs by their 
families." 


The statuettes 
which are carried 


about the streets wrapped In harmoni- 
ous yellow tissue paper or are display- 
ed on the sidewalks or on the steps of 
unoccupied houses are made by Quite 
a different set of manufacturers. The 
larger dealers do not sell to these street 
peddlers at all. The peddlers have their 
own little workrooms, which furnish 
them with their stock at a much lower 
rate than the regular dealers charge. 
No originals are made in these ateliers, 
and most of the molds are gained by 
taking them from a cast bought from 
some other firm. The stearic acid bath 
is left out of the process, and conse- 
quently the color of these cheaper 
works washes off. 


The peddlers of these statuettes stand 


In about the same relation to sculptors 
and sculpture that the hand organ play- 
ers do to music and musicians. They 
reflect fairly accurately the popular 
taste, and, according to their testi- 
mony, it Is the Tanagra figurines that 
in the long run sell tbe best of all their 
stock. From time to time there Is a 
market for the bust of some particular 
man, and those sales are always tem- 
porary. Grotesque figures are always 
in demand and copies of the various 
models of Venus with which the public 
are familiar. Eows of Cupids and of 
monks' heads, winged Victories and 
busts of Wagner come and go as pop- 
ular favorites, but the Tanagra figur- 
ines have a steady sale that Insures 
their presence in tbe stock of nearly 
every street peddler.—New York Post.

Becoming a ividow or a widower is a 


aiuch more serious business than get- 
ling married among some of the tribe* 
In tbe Philippines. In Mindanao "mar- 
rying in haste" often leads to a pro- 
longed "repenting at leisure," for they 
have an Institution there known as the 
ividow tax"—"ehabaloan" the natives 
call it. Upou the death of the wile the 
widower must pay a certain sum of 
money or its equivalent in goods to bla 
father-in-law before he can go a-court- 
Ing again. As money Is a scarce article 
among these natives, the tax generally 
|s paid in plates of common "stone chi- 
na," which are much used by the na- 
tives as a medium of exchange. It la 
considered the proper thing for the be- 
reaved one to pay 100 of these plates to 
his father-in-law for permission to look 
about him tor a successor to the de- 
ceased helpmate. 


If the husband dies, the widow at 


once becomes the property of her par- 
ents-in-law and so remains for life un- 
less some relative comes forward and 
produces the necessary number of din- 
ner plates. The natural result of this 
is that married people arc all extreme- 
ly solicitous for the health of each oth- 
er. In sickness the invalid is sedulous- 
ly attended by the partner of his or 
her Joys and sorrows, the well person 
perhaps beiug moved more by the 
thought of those hundred plates than 
by real affection. 


Divorce is unknown among these peo- 


ple, but a man may have as many 
wives as he pleases. 
It will be seen 


that In case of an epidemic which 
would sweep away his wives a married 
man would be in dire extremity. 
In 


the case of a death of a much married 
man his-parents come into a small for- 
tune, for they either have enough 
slaves to render future work on their 
part unnecessary or they receive enough 
plates from the families of the widows 
to set up a crockery store.

DWARFING AN OAK TREE, 


Tbe Japanese Trick by Which It I* 


Accomplished. 


The Chabo Hiba, a dwarf Japanese 


pine tree, was recently sold for $1,200. 
It is six feet high and alleged to be 850 
years old. It has long been supposed 
that the process by which Japanese 
gardeners succeeded in dwarfing forest 
trees was a long and costly one. It is 
now said that it is a simple process and 
that any one cau do the trick. The fol- 
lowing directions are given for produc- 
ing a miniature oak tree: 


Take an orange and scoop out the 


pulp. Fill the interior with a rich mold 
and plant an acorn in the center of It, 
leaving the hole in the rind for it to 
sprout through. Put it in a sunny place 
and water it frequently. 
Soon after 


the first shoots have appeared the roots 
begin to break through the orange skin. 
Take a sharp knife and shave these off 
carefully and keep them shaved. The 
tree will grow about flve or six Inches 
high and then stop. In a year It will 
be a perfect miniature oak. When the 
roots cease to grow, the orange skin 
should be varnished over and imbed- 
ded in a flowerpot. 


The Japanese dwarf all kinds of trees 


and make them live to a great age. 
Some of these dwarfs, like the Chabo 
Hiba, are well known, and their own- 
ers have documentary evidence attest- 
ing their great age. 
The older they 


are the more valuable, of course, they 
are. 
In Japan certain families follow 


the calling, trade, art, or what you will, 
of growing dwarf trees from genera- 
tion to generation, and you can buy a 
miniature oak SOO years old from a de- 
scendant of the man who first planted 
the acorn. Not only forest trees, but 
fruit trees and flowering shrubs, are 
dwarfed by these clever gardeners.

writer in the 
Scientific American, 


November 15 will bring the notable 
meteoric display which the world be- 
holds three times in a century.
